Engineers (India), Mumbai has been running Section A & B 
of Association Membership Course, equivalent to Degree in 
Mechanical Engineering since 1976, vide this Ministry's 
Letter No. F. 18-31/71-T.2 dated 28.05.1976, and Part I & II 
of Technician Engineers (T), equivalent to Diploma in 
Mechanical Engineering from a State Polytechnic, since 1988, 
vide this Ministry’s Letter No. F-1-5/87/T.7/T. 13 dated 
11.07.1988. In the year 2002, while withdrawing the 
recognition of these courses, Government of India allowed 
the IME (India), Mumbai to approach this Ministry for 
recognition of their Diploma/Degree Courses only after the 
removal of all the deficiencies pointed out by AICTE.

Their Degree/Diploma will be recognized for 
employment in Central Government. Those who do 
not complete their courses by that time (December 
2006), wall have to follow the revised syllabus.
